ing opinions upon how they today re-! 
Lard some of the things their govern-1 
inent has done.

num ber of 
questions th at we would like to ask 
some of the German officials who are 
in touch with military p o licie s and! 
cam paigns as planned by the kaiser 
and those close to him. 
One need not ! 
expect an answer to those questions 
from any of those men now, even if it 
were possible to sit down and w ith o u t1 
prejudice or passion get him to talk. 


In spite of the fact that a German 
officer Is not supposed to have any 
opinion 
other 
than 
those 
of 
his 
superiors in rank, it remained for Dr. 
Vernon Kellogg, a professor of Stan- j 
ford University, while special repre­ 
sentative in Northern France for t he 
Belgian relief work early in the war 
to be present during a conversation in 
which the leading part was taken by 
a military man of high rank. 
Tile fol­ 
lowing is taken from 
Dr. Kellogg's 
article in the Atlantic Monthly: 


The duke declared that Zeppel- 
ining was stupid and tile men who 
ordered it fools. 
The table was 
struck silent. 
A duke close to the 
kaiser might say such a thing, but 
no less a personage. 
Zeppelining 
had been declared wise and good 
by the general staff and the Ber­ 
lin official publicity bureau. It was 
therefore wise and good. 
So one 
of the barons ventured to remon­ 
strate. 
“ But his highness will recall,” 
said the baron, “the military ad ­ 
vantage of Zeppelining; the value 
of holding guns 
and 
gunners in 
England which might otherwise be 


sent to the battle line, and the 
blowing up of m unition factories, 
and the—ah—the terror and the— 
well, the military advantage gen­ 
erally. 
Ojie m ust 
not 
consider 
the—ah—the other side 
of 
the 
matter. 
A few—a h —noncombat­ 
ants, perhaps, but the military ad­ 
vantage. that is the sole criterion.” 
His highness snorted 
audibly, 
and visibly. 
“That is. of course, all that one 
does take into consideration. 
It is 
precisely and only because there 
is 
no 
military 
advantage 
in 
Zeppelining that it is stupid and 
the men who order it are stupid 
pigs. 
We don’t blow up any muni­ 
tion factories, and for every mis­ 
erable woman killed-, hundreds, 
aye, thousands 
of 
English men 
rush Into the arm y to come over 
to the front and fight us. 
We are 
doing their recruiting for them.” 


That there could be any other view 
of the effect of bombing English cities 
than that expressed by the German 
officer in Dr. Kellogg’s presence seems 
almost incredible to us. 
The useless 
and needless sacrifice of the lives and 
hearts of women and children that 
have been made by the German policy 
of terrorism is to be numbered as one 
of the most stupendous mistakes of 
the Kerman kaiser. W hatever chances 
of bringing opposing nations to his 
feet, were set aside through that sac­ 
rifice. 
He made it necessary' for his 
enemies to fight to the death. 
The 
terrorism that he instituted, the ruth­ 
lessness of his w arfare upon land and 
sea. instead 
of 
constituting military 
advantage have evolved quickly into 
distinct disadvantage.
